HARTFORD — Those 
who knew her best were 
sure “Madam Mayor” 
Carrie Saxon Perry would 
not have liked her memorial 
service Wednesday night — 
not its tributes and reflec- 
tions, maybe not even the 
hundreds of hats mourners 
donned in honor of her 
signature style.
